THE ARRANGEMENT. 

Yesterday a definite arrangement was arrived 
at between Rehm and District-Attorney Bangs. 
As stated in Sunday’s Taurscnz, de is to plead 
guilty on two counts. The penalty will be a fine 
of $50,000 and a nominal imprisonment. These 
terms when settled upon were telegraphed to 
Washington, and it is believed by Judge Bangs 
that they will be ratified there without delay. 
This is a heavy sum of movey to disburse, and 
Rehm fought long and obstinately over the 
amount, seeking to have it cut down to $20,000, 
but Judge Bangs’ persistence was too mach for 
him, and he surrendered. 

HIS TESTIMONY. 

When Jake Rehm imitated that porcine animal 
whose chief proclivity is to squeal, he was doubt- 
less aware that bis squeal would not hurt any- 
body uniess he had evidence of a corroborative 
character to back him up. It is sad to reflect 
that Jake’s word, in and of itself, is not cal- 
culated to assure confidence even in the minds 
of those not generally skeptical. But when the 
difficulty of presenting himself before the 
Grand Jury, and subsequently before the Dis- 
trict Court, in case an indictment were 
found, met Jake face to - face, 
the necessity of testimony to substantiate 
his charges against Messrs. Ward, Wadsworth, 
Munn, Hoyt, and E. T. Bridges, was all the more 
apparent. The Grand Jurors have received re- 
peated adjurations not to indict unless there is 
a sure case of conviction awaiting the party who 
is to be weighed in the balance and, perchance, 
found wanting. In court the testimony for the 
prosecution would, of course, be met by a stren- 
uous effort on the part of the defense to im- 
peach its validity. Jake had wisely foreseen the 
difficulty, and had made it a patt of hie plan to 
bring forward the testimony of others to 
help him out. He swears by all that 


quash the indictment against Keeley & Ker- 
win. Messre. Ayer and Boutell were present, 
and smiied sardonically as the wily counsel 
launched out upon his argument. He main- 
tained that the bill did not set forth any offense 
under the statute. What it did set forth was 
simply that the defendaats failed to obliterate 
stamps, and Mr. Hoyne claimed that a mere neg- 
lect to do this might be entirely consistent with 
a supposition of mmocence on his clients part.

O. 3,324, was $10, fide, and imprisonment 
for three years. He did not object to the clause 
which declared the goods forfeited, but he did 
object, and rather strongly, too, to the clause 
which subjected a man to imprisonment.

Judge Blodgett remarked that he did pot care 
to hear from the Government. The penalty 
might be a large one but he considered the in- 
dictment good. The other questions could be 
brought up at the trial of the case. 

Mr. Ayer. notwithstanding the Judge’s intima- 
tion thes argument was wholly unnecessary, de- 
sired to remark that Mr. Hoyne had not read the 
whole of the section under which the indictment 
was drawn. This Mr. Ayer proceeded to do, and 
claimed that it fitted the case exactly. 

Mr. Hoyne repised that his claim was that the 
indictment did not describe the offense therein 
set forth. ‘The Court, however. appeared to be 
against him, and he did not care to talk further. 

The rejoinder of the Judge was that he 
was against the gentieman, and that the 
defendant must plead to theindictment. As 
they were not present, the formality of entering 
pleas was not gone through with, and the civil 
docket was taken up. 

Judge Blodgett witl sit to-day and to-morrow, 
but will adjoarn the Court over Thursday on ac- 
couat of Gen. Webster's funeral.

CHEYENNE, Wyo. Ter., March 3.—Cheyenne is 
getting to be almost as well advertised as Chica- 
go once was, and, if the present state of affairs 
continues, it will entirely distance the Garden 
City, notwithstanding its big fires, its railroads, 
and ite whisky-bosses. It is true that distin- 
guished personages honored this City of the 
Desert with their presence, and saw Col. Talbot 
break an egg at 500 yards with his old rifle; and 
heard Phillips, the great, Wyoming scout and 
ranchman, detail his ghastly experiences 
on the Plains; but these things 
would never do to give Cheyenne a 
world-wide notoriety. The discovery of a nug- 


get of gold has done more to make this place vo- 


torious than if a dozen Dunravens and ten doz- 
en Kalakuas sojourned here, and noted the 


characteristics of all the Talbots and Phillipses 


of the Plains, and published the same in their 
respective hemispheres. It remained for the 
all-potent metal to invest this place with some- 
thiog like supernatural attractions, and to cause 


peopie from all quarters ofthe world to meet 


here, and mingle in pursuit of the self-same ob- 
This town can boast of not leas than thir- 


ty to thirty-five nationalities at present; but, 
from the rapidity with which they increase, it is 
beyond conjecture to determine where 
the number will stop. When one comes to in- 
quire into the cause of this great gathering, he 
is at a loss to find any tangible reason for it.

THE COMPTROLLER’ TELEGRAM TO THE 
TRISUNE, 

We print this morning a communication by 
telegraph from Comptroller Hares, at present 
in New York, correcting a statement as to 
the character of a recommendation made by 
him that an abatement be made for the 
prompt payment of the tax of 1875. Mr. 
Hayes states that his recommendation was 
that the abatement be 29 per cent for the two 
months; the newspaper statement was that 
the abatement was at the rate of 10 per cent 
per annum. 

Mr. Hares details the financial troubles 
which have attended the City Government 
since his connection with it in December, 
1873. He might have included others. He 
overlooks the appropriations made for the 
year 1871, a large portion of which had been 

at the time of the fire, and the sub- 
sequent reduction of the tax-levy, and the 
abatements for property destroyed,—all of 
which left a deficit between appropriation 
and expenditure of something over two mill- 
ions. 

Tue TUN has not, as Mr. Haresimplies, 
opposed the appropriation of half a million 
of dollars to cover these deficits of previous 
years; on the contrary, this paper has urged 
that even a larger sum be appropriated until 
the deficiencies can all be overcome. We 
have not done anything to lower the credit of 
the city, but have endeavored to sustain it by 
a frank admission, believing that the best 
policy is to tell the truth in regard to the fis- 
cal affairs of the city, and that both tax-pay- 
ers and creditors are entitled to the bottom 
facts. We urged that the city should prac- 
tice that reduction of expenditure that is 
necessary to enable it to recover from its 
embarrassments. 

Mr. Hayes omits all references to deficiencies 
that have occurred within the last two years. 
The actual amount now due on the Gage de- 
falcation is about $300,000, and this Admin- 
istration has used the $600,000 received from 
the canal mortgage, which appropriated the 
money to the new City Hall. There is a def- 
icit to the amount of this $600,000. There 
are other deficits, one of $240,000 for exten- 
sion of water-pipes, resulting from expendi- 
tures under appropriations in excess of or in 
the absence of the tax-levy; This particular 
deficit is covered by an appropriation in the 
present Appropriation bill. It is probable, 
indeed it may be considered as certain, that 
almost all the uncollected taxes which had 
accrued before the Fire have been lost, as the 
tax-books, delinquent-lists, records of suits, 
ete., were totally destroyed at the time the 
city was burned, and they may as well be so 
treated in the city’s books; better charge 
them off to profit and logs at once. 

There is no complaint against the City 
Government that there is a large defleit 60 
long as that deficit is the result of non-pay- 
ment of taxes, judicial overthrow of taxes, 
calamity by fire, or the defalcation of an offi- 
cer, or any other act which could not have been 
foreseen or prevented. But when there is a 
constantly increasing deficit, the result of ex- 
penditures in excess of and in the absence of 
appropriations and tax-levies, then such def- 
icits are not evidence of good management. 

Mr. Hayzs calls attention to the fact that 
the appropriations for the year 1873-'74 were 
$6,000,000, and says that the sum was half 
expended when his Administration came into 
office, and that no taz-levy had been 
made. The delay in making the levy 
grew out of delay in making the equalization 
after the return of the assessment-books, or 
some such cause: but at all events it was 
made within the time designated by the law. 
The Appropriation bill, including all the 
items which were carried over the Mayor's 
veto, amounted to $6,063,837. The valua- 
tion of the taxable property was $311,634, 000, 
and the tax-levy was 18 mills, which would 
produce if collected the sum of $5,609,412, 
leaving $454,425 to be raised from licenses, 


tax-levy ample to meet all the . 
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half of the appropriations had been 
expended on the Ist of December when his 
Administration came into office, which we 
presume is true. But he omits to state that 
eight months of that fiscal year had also ex- 
pired, and these are the months between 
March and December, which consume alto- 
gether the most money. Itis during this 
period that sewerage mains and pipes are 
laid and water-pipes are put down, and streets 
are graded, repaired, and cleaned, and school- 
houses, police and fire stations and bridges 
are constructed, and nearly all the heavy ex- 
penses incurred; and there remained only 
the four winter months, from the Ist of De- 
cember to the Ist of April, to provide for, 
and nearly half the appropriation Mr. Hayes 
admits was then unexpended. At the com- 
mencement of the. next fiscal year, April 1, 
1874, there must have been a very large un- 
expended balance from the appropriations of 
the previous year, of which the Comptroller 
makes no mention. 

The Mayor in his various talks upon this 
subject of the city credit attributes whatever 
difficulties may exist, in the way of selling 
city certificates, to Tun TUN and other 
papers. So far as this paper is concerned, 
it has been governed by the highest regard 
for the credit and honor of thecity. We 
have opposed the issue of loan-certificates of 
the character issued by the Comptroller for 
several months past, because we do not be- 
lieve there is any legal authority therefor ; 
indeed, we think their issue is prohibited by 
law. So long as the understanding was that 
they were issued under the charter of 1865-9, 
and that such charter was still in force, there 
was an assumed authority for temporary 
loans in that form; but when the charter of 
1875 was declared by the Court in full force, 
repealing all previous and inconsistent char- 
ters and laws, and containing an absolute 
prohibition of the creation of any indebted- 
ness in any manner for any purpose,” we 
were compelled to consider that certificates 
of loans professing to be issued under au- 
thority of a repealed and defunct law were 
not legal. We have contended that these 
certificates shall all be paid; have advocated 
an annual appropriation to provide a fund to 
enable the city to meet its deficiencies, and 
have urged that the city abandon any further 
issue of certificates in their present illegal 
form. 

We have no doubt that a form of certificate 
of indebtedness can be devised, which, while 
not in the form of a bond ora note, will to 
the holder be evidence of labor performed 
or supplies furnished, and will be legal. Such 
certificates, while not negotiable as loans by 
the million of dollars at a time, ought to 
serve sufficiently to bridge over temporary 
wants of revenue, and at the same time not 
be open to the objection of illegality. 

But the City Government reject all advice, 
The Council persists in lavish expenditures, 
continues useless offices, will not reduce 
salaries, refuses appropriations to meet its 
overdue liabilities, and persists in issuing 
the illegal certificates. This is in keeping, 
however, with the persistence of the Mayor, 
who, taking advantage of a legal complica- 
tion in the Supreme Court, continues to 
usurp the office of Mayor against the unani- 
mous desire and appeal of the tax-payers 
that he resign or quit or allow them to elect 
his successor. 

BELENAP AND FORT SNELLING. 

In the light of the recent exposure of ex-Sec- 
retary BRLXNAT as a bribe-taker, the scandal 
of two or three years ago relative to the Fort 
Snelling fraud is invested with a new interest, 
and the strong suspicion raised at that time 
of the Secretary’s dishonest motives in the 
settlement of the claim receives a confirma- 
tion from the later demonstration of his cor- 
ruption. It is pertinent, therefore, to re- 
count at this time the history of the Fort 
Smelling reservation. 

The Government owned some 8,000 acres 
of land on the Mississippi River, not far from 
St. Paul, which had been reserved for the 
location of a fort. It was thought some 
twenty years ago that this would be an ex- 
cellent site for a city, and one Franxum 
Sri, early in Mr. Bucuaxan’s Administra- 
tion, made the Government an offer of $110- 
000 for the land, which was refused. In 1857, 
a year later, when J. B. Frorp had become 
Secretary of War, and notwithstanding the 
rejection of his previous offer of $110,000, 
STEELE was encouraged to make another bid 
of only $90,000, payable in three equal 
installments ; and this offer FLorp accepted. 
The sale was consummated so far as one pay- 
ment of $30,000 could do so; but before 
it went any further it attracted the attention 
of Congress, and a committee of the House, 
after having investigated the sale, reported it 
as fraudulent and as having been made by the 
Secretary of War without authority of law. 
In the meantime, though the original con- 
tract stipulated that the deeds should not 
pass until the full amount of money had 
been paid, Frorp evidently became alarmed 
at the Congressional investigation and gave 
Arx a title to the property, $60,000 still 
remaining unpaid. This additional sum 
never was paid, as a matter of fact, so that 
the sale was not only void ad initio by reason 
of its fraudulent character, but also from the 
failure of the purchaser to pay the money as 
stipulated in the contract. But SrIIIA was 
in possession, and when the War came on he 
permitted a part of the land to be occupied 
by the State of Minnesota as a rendezvous for 
troops, and it was also occupied subsequently 
by the United States as a recruiting station. 
The parties claiming the ownership made it 
profitable by tolls from a ferry which they 
operated; but, after a time, a rental 
was demanded from the United States 
of $2,000 a month for occupying a por- 
tien of the land, which would have been 
at the rate of 27 per cent on the entire 
cost, or 80 per cent on the actual payment of 
$30,000. Secretary Stanton persistently ro- 
fused to allow this preposterous claim; but, 
after BAN came into office, Srzxzzz had 
the effrontery to present a bill for $162,000 
rental, from which he was willing to deduct 
the unpaid $60,000 purchase-money, leaving 
his claim in cash $102,000. Though this 
really amounted to the Government’s giving 
rum the land and paying him $72,000 for 
taking it, Beranar allowed the bill; but it 
was not paid. 

In 1870 Sram work bore its fruit. A 
resolution was passed by Congress empower- 
ing the Secretary of War to set apart 1,000 
acres of the Fort Snelling lands as a per- 
manent military reservation, and to quiet 
the title to said reservation, and to settle all 
claims in relation thereto, and for the use and 


the 8,000 acres; or (2) Srzexz to receive all 
the land except the 1,000 acres reserved by 
the Government without any further pay- 
ment. Of course, if one of these proposi- 
tions was fair and equitable the other was 
not. But Secretary Berxnap chose the lat- 
ter. That is, 1,521 acres of land were re- 
served for the Government, together with 
buildings, to offset the unpaid balance owed 
by Steerz from the fraudulent sale by FLorp, 
and leaving over 6,000 acres to Streetz. Sub- 
sequently to this settlement, STexexe is be- 
lieved to have sold one-half the land he 
received for $200,000. So the transaction 
figured up accurately as follows: 


Brix paid for 7,916 acres of land 
Received for 1,621 acres 
Received for buildings 

Received for rent from Government... 


STEELE’s profit 

This was the profit made by an individual out 
of a fraudulent contract, which should have 
been declared null and void. BxLxxA tried 
to shield himself behind the act of Congress 
and the report of his Commission.“ But 
the act of Congress simply authorized him to 
settle the claim ‘‘ upon principles of equity,” 
while the fact is that he gave the Government 
interests no consideration whatever; and his 
Commission, in making two recommendations 
utterly at variance with each other, should 
have been ignored. The fact is that he per- 
mitted the Government to be defrauded out 
of nearly half a million of dollars in a trans- 
action where he had full discretion to act; 
and, while it was passed over at the time as 
a mistake, it has a different look now that 
he is a self-confessed bribe-taker. It is a case 
which will well bear reopening and a new in- 
vestigation by Congress, unless the Demo- 
cratic majority in that body is deterred from 
it by the fact that it goes back into a Demo- 
cratic Administration of the Government 
when the fraud originated. 


REOPENING OF CLAIMS. 

Ex-Secretary WELLEs is now testifying be- 
fore a committee of Congress relative to 
claims in the Navy Department which he had 
rejected and refused to pay during his ad- 
ministration, but which Secretary Rosrsoy 
has since taken up and paid. The nature of 
Mr. Ws testimony has not been made 
public, and it is not possible to say whether 
it will tend to inculpate the present Secre- 
tary of the Navy or not. But it is pretty 
certain that any frauds, or favoritiam, or mis- 
appropriation of funda, or allowance of 
claims that ought to have been rejected, 
which may be discovered, will be found to 
be among the claims that had been previously 
thrown out. At all events, it is the privilege 
and practice of reopening old rejected claims 
with every change in the head of the Depart- 
ment that leads to a very large proportion of 
the departmental frauds and waste of the 
public moneys. The Government claimant 
never dies, or if he does his claim is a 
legacy, aud is proseeuted, if necessary, for 
generations tocome. Every new Secretary is 
have rejected, though rejection ought to be 
a bar against their consideration by a new 
Secretary without special authority from 
Congress. 

The only way in which the temptation and 
abusés of this practice can be eradicated is 
by the passage of a law by Congress which 
shall forbid the consideration of a claim by any 
department after it has been once canvassed 
and rejected, except by the special instruc 
tions of Congress itself. There will be no 
injustice in alaw of this kind. The rejection 
of aclaim is pretty good evidence that it is 
invalid and unjust, for the process is so long, 
and the avenues of reaching it so numerous, 
that a final disposition is pretty sure to be 
correct if it has been honestly considered; 
and a rejection is better evidence of an 
honest consideration than an allowance. 
The present practice, on the contrary, 
presents a continuous opportunity for 
swindling the Government. The fraud- 
ulent claimant simply bides his time. 
He attacks every Secretary who comes into 
office, and waits till he finds one who is either 
stupid enongh or dishonest enough to allow 
what his more capable or more conscientious 
predecessors had rejected. It is in this way that 
the notorious jobs have been worked out. 
The Fort Snelling swindle was thrown out by 
Secretary Stanton only to be realized ina 
more outrageous form under BrixnaPr. 80 
the Kentucky Central Railroad claim, which 
BetxnaP allowed Mr. Pznpueton, had suc- 
cessively been rejected by Sranron, Scno- 
FIELD, and Rawiins. The Crorpennine, Sr- 
oon, and all the other noted claims would 
have been dead long ago if there had been a 
law of Congress forbidding a reopening of 
any claim once rejected, without a special act 
of Congress. The Democrats in Congress 
can serve the cause of reform, if they desire 
to do so, by passing such a law. 


THE WHISKY PROSECUTIONS. 

For some days past the enterprising re- 
porters have gathered together and presented 
in very readable shape a mass of gossip con- 
cerning Messrs. Ream and Hama and their 
alleged negotiations with the District-Attor- 
ney relative to ‘‘ laying down,” giving up,” 
„ squealing,” and the other slang processes 
by which men engaged in defrauding the 
revenue have courted immunity from the Gov- 
ernment by confessing their guilt and impli- 
cating others. Just how much truth there is 
in all the statements that have been made, 
just how much Rzeum and Hesre are willing 
to confess if at all, and just how much they 
are able to implicate others, cannot definitely 
be determined, since the District-Attorney 
discreetly and properly refrains from reveal. 
ing the Government's secrets, But it is 
pretty certain that something of the kind is 
going on, and it is proper that the 
Government officials both here and in 
Washington should receive a hypothetical 
warning before the “ laying down” and 
„giving up ” go any further. And the warn- 
ing is this: If there has beena gigantic 
Whisky Ring in Chicago, and if Messrs. 
Ream and Hramo have been i 
beneficiaries of the spoils, public justice will 
demand their punishment in a degree equal 
to that meted out to any others similiarly 
implicated in the frauds. It is true that 
they were not Government office-holders, 
but neither is their offense that of the distil- 
lers who yielded to blackmail. If they were 
guilty at all, they were guilty of the 
charge of conspiracy, which would make them 
blackmailers rather than the sufferers from 
blackmail, We desire that they should have 
a full and fair trial, and hope their innocence 
may be established. But if they plead guilty, 
let it be at the merey of the Court, and not

This is a hypothetical case, but the Gov- 
ernment officers who should permit it to be 
realized would not escape severe and merited 


public censure. 


THE LOAN ‘‘ ORDINANCE.” 

One of the numerous law-advisers of the 
City Government, through the editorial col- 
umns of the Post and Mail, states that Tu 
Trrsunz admits that the city might borrow 
money under the charter of 1865-’9, even after 
the adoption of the Constitution. We as- 
sumed that, though the Constitution was 
adopted in 1870, in the absence of any legis- 
lative application of the Constitution to the 
old charter the latter might be considered as 
continuing in operation. 
But when the charter of 1872 was declared 
in 1875 to have been adopted, and to be in 
full force in Chicago, the case was altogether 
changed ; it directly applied the prohibitions 
of the Constitution, and made them part of 
the new charter. The law is plain and direct. 
The provisions of the old charter applicable 


to this matter read as follows: 

Act of Feb, 15, 1965, Sec, 25.—To provide for month- 
ly, or any other, payments which shall have been au- 
thorized by the Common Oouncil, and required to be 
made at any time before the collection of the taxes of 
any year, the Comptroller may, with the sanction of 
the Mayor and Finance Committee, borrow the neces- 
sary money fora time not longer than the lat day of 
February next thereafter. 

Act ef April 19, 1869, Sec, 7.— The Mayor and Comp- 
troller may mae temporary loans to pay special as- 
sessments against city property when due, and may 
make all temporary loans, now provided for, falling 
due on the Ist day of June of each year. 


Here is the point-blank provision in the new 
charter which took effect in April, 1875 : 

Arr. V., Sac, 1. The City Council in cities, and the 
Board of Trustees in villages, shall have the following 
powers : 5 

Fifth—To borrow money on the credit of the corpo- 
ration for corporate purposes. and issue bonds there- 
for, in such amounts and form and on such conditions 
as it shall prescribe, but shali not become indebted in 
any manner or for any purpose to an amount, incind- 
ing existing indebtedness, in the aggregate to exceed 
five (5) per centum on the value of the taxable proper- 
ty therein, to be ascertained by the last asseasment for 
State and county taxes previous to the incurring of 
such indebtedness; and, before or at the time of in- 
curring any indebtedness, shall provide for the celleo- 
tion of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest 
on such debt as it falls due, and also to pay and dis- 
charge the princtpal thereof, within twenty years after 
contracting the same, 

In the face of these conflicting provisions, 
the latter repealing the former, the City Gov- 
ernment now issues certificates signed by the 
Mayor, Comptroller, and City Clerk, which 
recite : 

This loan having been authorized by Sec. 25 of 
amendments to the city charter, approved Feb. 15, 1865, 
and by Sec. 7 of an act of the General Assembly of the 
State of Illinois, amending the city charter, approved 
April 19, 1869. 

The writer in the Post and Mail states 
that the new charter provides that all ordi- 
nances in force in any city or town 
when it shall organize under this act shall 
continue in full force and effect until repealed 
or amended, notwithstanding such change of 
organization ;” and cites the fact that the 
Common Council, between the date af the 
adoption of the new charter and the declara- 
tion of its being in force, passed “ an ordi- 
nance” authorizing the Mayor and Comptrol- 
ler, etc., to borrow m oney. 

This is wretchedly weak. The authority 
of the city to borrow money was derived 
from an act of the Legislature ; it could not 
be obtained elsewhere. The Common Coun- 
cil could not under any charter authorize the 
city officers to borrow money. The passage 
of this ordinance in May, 1875, must have 
been based upon the theory that the charter 
provisions of 1865-9 were repealed by 
the new charter. Upon any other 
hypothesis the ordinance was an ab- 
surdity. That it vas an absurdity is shown 
by the fact that the Comptroller ignores it 
altogether, and writes on the face of his loan- 
certificates that they are issued under the 
acts of 1865-9! and not by virtue of the ab- 
surd ordinance of May, 1875. If he leans on 
the latter, and supposes that it confers au- 
thority to issue certificates of indebtedness, 
why has he not so recited on the face of the 
certificate, instead of continuing to recite the 
dead charter provisions as his authority ? 

The writer in the evening paper thinks that 
the Supreme Court in treating this case 
would regard the antagonism between the 
Constitution of the State and this absurd 
city ordinance as a “ conflict of laws,” and 
would in interest of equity set aside the Con- 
stitution of Illinois to give effect to an ordi- 
nance of the Council authorizing the Comp- 
troller to borrow money to an indefinite 
amount for indefinite purposes! Mr. 
Hares shows his good sense in giving that 
‘*‘ ordinance” a wide berth, and keeping as 
far away from it as if it had the small-pox.

The announcement of the death of WII 
mu S. Rozrnson (“ Warrington,” of the 
Springfield Republican) will be received with 
regret by the large circle of readers who 
found in his letters to that journal for many 
years some of the brightest, fairest, and most 
intelligent triticism on current politics pub- 
lished in this country. Mr. Roprnson was a 
native of Concord, Mass., and at his death 
was aged 58. After the usual course at the 
common school, in 1838, when he was but 
20 years of age, he removed to Lowell, and 
with Gen. WLAN Scuovrer established 
the Lowell Courier. Upon the nomination of 
Gen. Tarron for President, out of personal 
opposition to him as the candidate, Mr. Ron- 
son bolted and withdrew from the Courier. 
Subsequently he established the Repub- 
lian at the same city, and from 
thence removed to Boston, where he 
was connected with the Telegraph, and 
later, as the leading editorial writér, with the 
Atlas. He was a member of the Massa 
chusetts House of Representatives for three 
terms, and during his service as such wrote a 
valuable work on parliamentary law. Hp 
was a stanch Republican from the organiza- 
tion of the party, and, though sometimes un- 
sparing in his criticism of leaders and party 
measures, continued such until his death. 
He was an intimate friend of Sumer, Apams, 
E R. Hoar, and the Massachusetts Repub- 
licans of that stamp.

The 
subsidiary silver coin can be bought at the 
mint, but the mint does mot, as in the case of 
gold, coin silver bullion for private parties, 
except only the trade-dollar, the standard of 
which isin the neighborhood of 3 per cent 
above that of the subsidiary coinage, and con- 
sequently is worth between 1 and 2 per cent 
more than greenbacks. Were silver bullion 
coined at the mint as gold is, probably plen- 
ty of people could be found who would 
readily exchange their silver coin for green- 
backs, and at the present gold value of the 
latter would be gainers by the operation.

Wrvona, Minn, March 13,—A terrific rain 
storm visited this section on Friday last, accom- 
panied by wind and incessant lightning.

In the fown of Fremont, Fred 
Foustermacher was drowned in a 
family named Morse from Rash Creek. Lairds’

The flood on Rock River was very destructive, 
aod great dam was suffered by the Southern 
Minnesota It is re that several 
houses were washed «a in Rushford aud 
Lanesboro. There is a bad washout on the 
Chicago, Dubuque & Minnesota road between 
Lacrescent and McGregor. It is said it will take 
two or three weeks to repair it. The freshet was 
very severeon the Green Bay & Minnesota road. 
No trains have been through for the past week. 
One or two bri have gone between Winona 
and Merrillon. The weather has been cold since 
Friday, and the flood is abating ly. It is 
the worst storm ever known here in March. 


LOCOMOTIVE EXPLOSION. 

InpranaPouts, Ind., March 15.—As 1220 this 
morning the engine of the ladianapolis, Bloom- 
ington 4 Western Railroad, which was just 
ready to take the midnight train west, exploded 
in the west end of the Union depot. The train 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Indianapolis 
Road had just arrived, and the engine which 
brought the train was standing alongside of thas 
of the Indiavaapolis, Bloomington & Western. 
Both engines were completely wrecked. The en- 

gineer of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Indiana 
engine, A. E, Moore. was instantly killed. 
and the fireman of the same engine, Isaac 
A. Ballard, was badly scalded and bruised, though 
not dav 8 hurt. The engineer and fire- 
man of exp es ee were both on the 
engine at the time, are notinjared.

It is a 
very limited investigation, being confined simply 
to a comparison of the office accounts with the 
vouchers sent to the County Board; at least, that 
is the work laid out for the so-called experts who 
have been hired by the Committee on Public 
Records. It was stated in last Saturday's 
Trreune that the Committee had met and deter- 
mined upon the emplovment of three 
men, competent in figuring, to go 
ay the Recorder's hooks. In accordance 
with this determination the three members of 
the Committee nominated each a man, Com- 
missioner Carroll's man being Mr. G. J. Hitch- 
cock, Commissioner Holden choosing his brother, 
Mr. C. N. Holden, and Commissioner Mulloy 
bringing in Mr. Joseph Adams. who bas here- 
tofore been engaged in bookkeeping for a firm 
at the Stock-Yards. 

The three experts came together yesterday 
morning at the Recorder’s office. and received 
their instructions from Commissioners Holden 
and Mulloy, Carroil not being visible. They 
immediately set to work, being provided with 
the cash-book, containing the receipts from the 
lst of December until the present time, and the 
vouchers made out daily for the inspection of 
the County Board. 

It should be stated here that all this work is 
unnecessary and void of results. Of course, the 
figures on the cash-book and on the vouchers 
will correspond. No official would be so foolish 
as to lay bimself open to immediate detection 
such as must necessarily follow provided the fig- 
ures did not correspond. All that is 
for the Committee to do in this branch of the 
investigation is to add up the entire receipts as 
they appear on the cash-book, and, after deduct- 
ing the 2 to compare them with the 
amount of actual cash on haud. The task is cer- 
tainly of the simplest kind. But perhaps the 
truth is not what is required. 

Towards noon, while the Committee of experts 
were stil! laboring with the formidable pile of 
vouchers before them, Mr. C. B. Galvin, a for- 
mer employe of the office, appeared and volun- 
teered to make certain charges against the Re- 
corder. At first the Committee expressed an en- 
tire willingnese—nay, even a desire—to hear 
what he had to say; but he had no sooner be- 
gun than one of the Committee interposed with 
the declaration that his charges did not come 
within their jurisdiction, and, therefore, they 
could not hear them. Mr. Galvin's allegation, 
bowever, so far as made, was to the general ef- 
fect that certain employes in the abstract and 
other departments were ited with work 
which they had never performed, and bad re- 
ceived pay to which they were not entitled. He 
instanced the case of an employe named John- 
son, who was paid $100 a month during January 
and February for doing the work —— 
clerk, when in had not performed a 
single function pertaining to that position. 
What else he bad to say was suppressed by the 
refusal of the Committee to listen to his charges. 
Mr. C. N. Holden, one of the experts, was kind 
enough toinform Mr. Galvin that he might re- 
duce his statement to writing and formally present 
it to the Committee, and that is probably the 
way in which the matter will eventually come 


up. 

As to che statement made in Tue Tuisunr 
that Capt. Healey had said that Recorder Stew- 
art had, in 1874, borrowed $2,000 of him to make 
good an alleged deficiency in his cash accounts, 
nothing bas as yet been done, and there is no 
probability that any action at all will be taken.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

Mrs. Emma Waller's reappearance in Chicago 
after an absence of many years must be con- 
sidered a dramatic event of no ordinary impor- 
tance. By the most assiduous application, and 
with the aid of natarally quick perceptive facul- 
ties, Mrs, Waller established a reputation with 
the playgoers of ten years ago which has easily 
survived her absence from the stage. It is as- 
tovishing, indeed, that her name and the qual- 
ity of her art are generally so well known and 
that she is cherished in such affectionate ro- 
membrance by so large a circle of regular 
playgoers. Nearly fifteen years ago she filled an 
engagement at MocVicker’s Theatre, appearing 
then, as now. in the part of Meg Merrilies. At the 
end of the third act she was boisterously sum- 
moned before the curtain by an sudience which 
filled every part of the theatre. Mr. McVicker, 
who, as ie Sampson, led her on the stage, 
responded in her behalf to the rather unusual 
demand for a speech, and said that, in his 
opinion, the audience present had enjoyed the 
privilege of seeing one of the finest pieces of 
acting on the American stage. The speaker 
deeply felt what he said, and his sentiment was 
applauded to the echo. 

Mrs. Waller's powers have not been impaired 
by disuse. Time has rather mellowed than de- 
cayed them; and for such as the one she

DANIEL DREW FAILS FOR $1,500,000. 
Special Dispatch d The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yorx, March 13.—The rumor of the fail- 
ure of Drew proves correct. His liabilities are 
over $600,000. The papers were filed late Satur- 
day afternoon. Mr. Alvin Burt, Drew's counsel, 
says he is liable as Trustee for four grandchil- 
dren in the sum of $500,000, which is 
secured by $920,000 par value in the 
stock of the People’s line of steamers, 
and about $70,000 market value of stocks and 
bonds. He is also indebted tothe same chil- 
dren in the sum of from $225,000 te $250,000, 
which is secured by mortgage on the house at 
the southwest corner of Union Square and Sev- 
enteenth street. He is also liable as a 
King, Cox & Co., brokers, in the sum of about 
$30,000, and this sum is secured by mortgages 
on real estate in the bands of Da i Seen 
Trustee, and certain bonds and property in 
the hands of William L. Scott. ee 
of King, Cox 4 Co. These securities in the 
bands of Messrs. Dows aud Scott are estimated 
to exceed the amount of the debt in value. Mr. 
Drow is aiso liable under an endowment note to 
the Drew Theological Semi at Madison, N. 
J., in the sum of $250,000, and also on an en- 
dowment note to the seminary at Middletown, 
Conn., in the sum of $100,000. These two notes 
are unsecured. His other unsecured liabilities 
amount to between $100,000 ana $200,000. The 
total amount of the unsecured liabilities is about 
$500,000. The amount of his liabilities, both 
secured and unsecured, is, it is supposed, from 
91.500, 000 to $1,600,000.
